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The Library Committee shall divide the books and other 
articles belonging to the Library into three classes, namely, 
(a) those which are not to be removed from the building; 
(b) those which may be taken only by written permission 
of three members of the committee; (c) those which may 
circulate under the following rules. 

Members shall be entitled to take from the Library two 
folio or quarto volumes, or four volumes of lesser fold, 
upon having them recorded, and promising to make good 
any damage they sustain while in their possession, and to 
replace the same if lost, or pay a sum fixed by the Library 
Committee. 

No person shall lend any book belonging to the Institute, 
excepting to a member, under a penalty of one dollar for 
each offence. 

The Library Committee may allow members to take 
more than the allotted number of books upon a written 
application. 

No person shall retain any book longer than four weeks 
from the Library, if notified that the same is wanted by 
another member, under a penalty of five cents per day, and 
no volume shall be retained longer than three months at 
one time, under the same penalty. 

The Librarian shall have power, by order of the Library 
Committee, to call in any volume after it has been retained 
by a member for ten days. 

On or before April fifteenth, all books shall be returned 
to the Library, and a penalty of five cents per day shall be 
imposed for each volame detained. 

No book shall be allowed to circulate until one month 
after its receipt.

He was taken with pneumonia on the 
fourth day of April, very suddenly, and was 
a great sufferer; but early Easter Sunday 
morning he passed on to the great hereafter, 
leaving behind many sorrowing friends and 
relatives.

Methodist Charch Destroyed. 


One of the most spectacular and disastrous 
conflagrations that has visited Melrose for 
several years occurred early last Friday even- 
ing, when the First Methodist Episcopal 
church building on Main street was almost 
entirely destroyed. ‘The fire originated in 
the easterly end of the building and spread 
with great rapidity until the whole building 
was one mass of seething flames.

just as it seemed on the point of collapsing | 


the fire was extinguished. 

About 9.30 the all-out bell was sounded, 
the firemen having been engaged in one of 
the hardest battles in the history of the city, 
for nearly four hours. The wind was, luckily, 
not blowing hard or many other buildings 
must surely have met the fate of the church. 
As it was, the flying sparks set fire to the 
roofs of one or two neighboring houses, but 
hand extinguishers soon settled them. 
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During the night the fire broke out afresh 


'and it was found necessary to keep several 
of the men at work with a stream of water 
allnight long. Juring the night the weather

the cupola fell to the ground but did no se- 
rious damage. 


The fire is attributed to a defective flue, 


‘the janitor, Nelson H. Lord, having left the

At the time of the dedication of the 
building a large clock which hung in the au- 
ditorlum was presented to the church by 
Rev. Frederick Upham, D.D., a native and 
former resident of the town.

He was followed in 1859 by Rev. H. V. 
Degen and in 1860 by Rev. Abram D. Mer- 
rill. ‘The other pastors who have occupied 
the pulpit of the church were Rev. Jeremiah 
L. Hanaford, 1861-2, Rev. George Prentice, 
1863-4, Rev. Henry Baker, 1865-7, Rev. 
Frank K. Stratton, 1868-9, Rev. M. Emory 
Wright, 1870-2, Rev. A. W. Mills, 1873-4, 
Rev. A. B. Sweetser, 1875-6, Rev. Isaac H. 
Packard, 1877-9, Rev. William Butler, D.D., 
1880-2, Rev. John D. Pickles, 1883-5, Rev.

The history of the Melrose Methodist 
church dates back to 1813, when it was first 
organized, and at which time it was the only 
religious organization in Melrose, then known 
as North Malden. The first church was 
erected in 1818, on land at the junction of 
Main and Green streets. The cost of the 
) building, which was 30 by 32 feet, was 
$1500, including the land. In 1834, under 
the pastorate of Rev. William Rice, the 
building was enlarged and improved and was 
rededicated on November 30 of that year. 
On November 30, 1875, just 33 years from 
the day of dedication, this building was de- 
stroyed by fire, it having previously been sold 
in 1857, to George F. Boardman, and moved 
to a site near the corner of Main and Essex 
streets.— Melrose Reporter, May 2. 


The plans for the new Methodist church, 
| which have recently been accepted, will give 
the Melrose society one of the finest church 
structures in this vicinity. Several churches 
have been built along the same lines and 
have proved in every way to be highly satis- 
factory as well as ornamental. 

The plan calls for a building of light col- 
ored brick, with stone trimmings, substantial, 
durable, and attractive, both as to the inte- 
rior and exterior.

of the building are accessible. 

The main floor of the auditorium has a 
seating capacity of about 410, while the gal- 
_leries, on three sides, provide about 320 
desirable sittings, making the total seating 
capacity 730. The room is well lighted by 
large windows on each side; the acoustic 
properties are known to be of the best, and, 
withal, it has a dignified and church-like ap- 
pearance, suited to its purpose as a place of 
worship. 

The Sunday school rooms and the ladies’ 
parlor are located on the south and east sides 
of the building, being the sunny sides. They 
are separated from the auditorium by the 
main corridor, and can be opened up to- 
gether by means of double sliding doors. 
The Sunday school rooms are planned for a 
graded school with four departments, which 
can meet separately or together, providing 
accommodations for 500. Besides the de- 
partment rooms, there are a number of cur- 
tained rooms for class recitations. The 
library room is located at the end of the 
main corridor, and can be reached without 
going into any other room.—AJZe/rose Re-

The First Methodist Episcopal Church of 
Lynn, met with another very serious loss in 
the death, Nov. 14, 1902, at the age of 74 
years and 1 month, of Charles E. Kimball, 
who is the fourth to die out of the official 
board of this old historic church during the 
past two years. 

Mr. Kimball’s last illness had confined him 
to his house only about two weeks, and on 
the Sunday morning before his death he was 
preparing for church, having said to the 
members of his family: “I want to go to 
church once more.’ While 
in his room, he was 
stricken with apoplexy, lingering only a few 
days, and going home in the glorious triumph 
of a strong faith. 


making his

Mr. Kimball had been prominent in many 
ways in public life in his own city and State. 
He was a strong temperance man. _ Born in 
the State of Maine, temperance principles 
were earnestly instilled into his life and edu- 
cation. When only nineteen years of age 
he made his first political speech as a dele- 
gate to the Republican convention of Maine. 
During his life in Massachusetts he has been 
an interested and active participant in the 
public affairs of the section of the State in 
which he has lived. For many years he 
was chairman of the Republican Congres- 
sional committee of the old Sixth District, 
and was president of the Lynn Common 
Council. In 1884 he declared himself a 
political prohibitionist, and in 1891 was the 
candidate for Governor of that party. He 
had served his party as candidate for may- 
or of Lynn, and also its candidate for Con- 
gress. 

In his religious life, Charles E. Kimball 
was a marked character. In his early youth 
he joined the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in Hallowell, Maine. On coming to Lynn 
he united with the First Church (Lynn Com- 
mon.) For thirty years he has been a mem- 
ber of the official board of this church, and 
has been active during all these years in 
shaping and directing its affairs. At three 
different periods he has been superintendent 
of the Sunday-school, and for the last ten 
years has conducted a public Bible class in 
the auditorium of the church, which has 
been largely attended. He has filled every 
office and place of work in the church at 
some time during his history, and.at the 
time of his death was president of the trus- 
tees. 

Mr. Kimball was a marked example of 
faithfulness in attendance upon all the ser- 
vices of the church, the Sunday-school, and 
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the prayer-meetings. He was a close Bible 
student, and an ardent lover of books, gath- 
ering during his life a large and choice li- 
brary. A very intense man in his own 
Christian experience, he was at the same time 
very broad in his thought and spirit, toward 
Hic beautifully loyal to his 
church and pastor, and supported them to 
the best of his ability. He hadarare gift 
for public speech, and some of his addresses 
on political questions, at Methodist 
Social Union, and the many banquets for 
which his presence was sought, are well re- 
membered by those who have listened to 
him. He has left a clean record of faithful 
His life 
was well lived and his death a triumph of 
faith. The memory of this Christian disci- 
ple is a blessing to his family and an inspira- 
tion to the church and community in which 
he lived. The church needs young men to 
emulate the example of the faithful fathers

Dr. R.S. Rust of Cincinnati, who is in his 
88th year, spent Thursday, July 16th, with 
his niece, Mrs. Luther Caldwell, at the New- 
hall cottage on Lee Park. Mrs. Caldwell is 
the widow of Col. Caldwell. Dr. Rust was 
born in Ipswich and graduated in 1841 from 
Wesleyan University, Middletown, Conn. 
‘There was only one other graduate older than 
he at the Wesleyan Commencement exercises 
this year in Middletown, Conn. Before he 
graduated he taught school in Hamilton for 
two winters. After graduation he was elected 
principal of the High school in Middletown, 
and subsequently he was elected principal of 
New Hampshire Conference Seminary, and 
for three years was State School Commis- 
sioner of Public Schools of New Hampshire, 
and for half a century Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Freedman’s Aid and Southern 
Educational Society of the M. E. Church, 
and for more than a quarter of a century was 
the principal executive officer in establishing 
and managing the educational work of the 
South. He was president of the Wesleyan 
Female College in Cincinnati, one of the 
oldest institutions for the higher education of 
women in this country, at which such women 
as Lucy Webb Hayes, wife of President 
Hayes, and many of the most cultivated 
women of the West were found. No living 
man has taken a deeper interest or has ac- 
complished a greater educational work at the 
South than Dr. Rust. He has been the agent 
of the Methodist church for half a hundred 
years in helping to educate and elevate the 
people of the South. Verily, Ipswich should 
be proud of her honored son.

Famous Women. 


In thinking over the women who have left 
their mark upon the world, we can but re- 
member all that is due to Mrs. Croly— 
Jennie June—who passed away not so very 
long ago, at the age of seventy-two,—young 
for such a woman to leave us. 

She was almost the first woman to do any 
newspaper work and at that time when she 
started, it was called unwomanly to step out 
into the world of business. 

She was a typical C7vd woman, was the 
founder and President for many years of 
Sorosis, the first club formed in New York. 

She was the means of starting, and was, 
until her death, the President of the New 
York Woman’s Press Club, and did yeoman 
service in that club, composed of some of 


York. 

It was largely through her efforts that the 
Federation of Clubs was started, and her 
death was keenly felt. 

She was essentially a “Woman’s Woman,” 
always ready with her help and sympathy for | 
those who needed it. 


Another bright woman whom we _ have 
with us now, and hope to have for many 
years to come is Mrs. Mary Pamela Rice, 
now of Boston, but formerly from the Pacific 
Slope. 

Mrs. Rice belongs to a very brainy fami- 
ly her father having been Governor Water- 
man of California, her brother a leading 
physician in Brooklyn, N. Y., and a sister a| 
practicing physician in the West. 

Mrs. Rice, now Professor of Literature | 
and Dramatic Interpretation at Wellesley 
College, was the founder and President of 
the Mothers’ and Fathers’ Club of Boston. 

Two years ago this Club numbered about 
twenty women gathered together to work, | 
not alone for their own children, but on the 
broad humanitarian plan of good to all the) 
children of men. 

Today, it numbers nearly a hundred men 
and women, and the work which they have 
done and are doing is far-reaching in its ef- 
hers. 

They have taken upon their shoulders this 
summer, the caring for defective children. 
A farm has been procured, within an hour’s 


ride of Boston, and the children of the poor, 
many of whom, from their infirmity, never 
having had any tender care, are taken there, 
as many as the house can accommodate, for 
two weeks at a time. 

There, these club women, many of them 
leaving handsome homes, go, a few at a 
time. They lavish on these children, the moth- 
er love that only comes from a heart attuned 
to the blessings that have come to them from 
the God-given gift of the little hands that 
have been theirs to clasp, and know and hold. 

A truly great and noble work have they 
undertaken, and their bright little President, 
always radiant, always buoyant, always hope- 
ful, has been the one to spur them on by her 
faith that help would be furnished them, in 
full measure and running over, by those who 
have never had, or who have lost the clasp 
of little hands, and who will be glad to know 
of this way by which they can help to give 
something of care and tenderness to those of 
God’s children who otherwise would know 
nothing of the tender side of life.

“Here’s 
to the United States bounded on the north 
by the Aurora Borealis, on the south by the 
procession of the equinoxes, on the east by 
the primeval chaos, on the west by the Day 
of Judgment.” 

The meaning of our civilization is not to 
be found in institutions or mechanical supe- 
riority, but in a true and noble citizenship, 
inspired by the loftiest ideals. Only with 
such can the nation succeed in fulfilling its 
mission.

The serious part of life is that there will be 
a reversal when we will be called upon to 
express our opinion of Christ, for then the 
question will be, ““What does Christ think of 
me?’ 

However high the ideal may be it can never 
go beyond the Christ, since he is the highest 
our race has known. If we are to be ac- 
counted worthy of a place in his Kingdom 
our thought life must be controlled by his 
standards, not our own.

The Forty-fourth Asbury Grove Camp Meeting 
was opened Monday, August 31st, in the Tabernacle 
at 2.30 P.M. Despite the rainy and gloomy weather 
outside, a large number were present. A _ well- 
trained choir, under Prof. Aborn, chorister, and C. E. 
Wilson, organist, discoursed some of the finest music 
ever heard in old Asbury.

After the song service, Rev. A. M. Osgood read 
the first chapter of Nehemiah and offered prayer. 
Presiding Elder Leonard in his opening remarks was 
most interesting, as he always knows just how to 
address the people. Notices of the meetings of the 
week were given and among other things he men- 
tioned was the pail of water to be left on the piazza 
of the cottages in case of fire, mentioning his boy- 
hood’s experiences in seeing that all the cottages had 
out the pail of water. Singing by the choir and con- 
gregation followed. Then Prof. Aborn made some 
remarks, in the course of which he invited any to 
join the choir who could help in the singing. 

Rev. G. A. Cooke of West Medford, was the 
preacher of the afternoon, and he took his text from 
Hosea X: 12.—‘Break up your fallow ground; for 
it is time to seek the Lord, until He comes and rains 
righteousness upon the earth.” He spoke of Nehe- 
miah’s feelings in regard to the Children of Israel, 
saying that he felt that a great load of guilt rested 
upon him, and he prayed to God and set himself 
apart to do God’s service.

John Wesley was a man of prayer. Francis Asbury 
was aman of prayer. When we earnestly come to 
God in prayer he will strengthen us. Elijah was a 
man of prayer and God heard him in the great 
drought and answered his prayer. Then Elijah goes 
up on Mount Carmel and bows himself in prayer. 
The greatest blessings we have come in answer to 
prayer. The result of Repentance and Prayer is 
_ pouring out of God’s blessings. When the people 
meet his conditions He will rain righteousness upon 
the earth. Somebody asked John Wesley to define Re- 
ligion; he said, “Religion is the temple; Repentance 
the porch; Faith is the door. Holiness is religion.”

Soon after his arrival 


at Ceesarea he visited Jerusalem. He heard that Paul 
was a prisoner at Cesarea and desired to hear him, 


He told his accusers that he should have a fair trial, 
Three indictments, for sedition, heresy, and disturber. 
Festus asked Paul, if he would goto Jerusalem and 
be tried. Paul said he would not be treated unjustly 
and appealed to Cesar. It wasa great moment in 
the government of Festus. He thought of King 
Agrippa and they sent for Paul. Festus admits he 
does not know what to do with this noted preacher. 
Paul recounts his experience, tells of his journey to 
Damascus when he heard a voice saying, “Saul, Saul, 
why persecutest thou me?” Festus says, “Thou art 
beside thyself, much learning doth make thee mad.’ 
I fancy there was a flash in Paul’s eye when he said, 
“T am not mad, most noble Festus, but speak forth 
the words of truth and soberness.’’ There is great 
beauty and pathos in this address. 

Festus represents a class found also in these times 
who do ‘not wish a fuss, and cannot bear anything 
that looks like a demonstration or enthusiasm in re- 
ligion. He said Paul was too enthusiastic. 

Because John Wesley was an enthusiast, the Meth- 
odist church is in existence today. But for the power 
of John Wesley to think there would have been no 


Methodist church. Man is not all head, or a religion 
of contemplation would suffice, he hasa heart. A 
revival without excitement is no revival. We ought 
to be deeply in earnest.

Lecture on Chautauqua. 


A good sized gathering assembled in the 
chapel on Monday evening, Aug. roth, to 
listen to a lecture by Rev. H. G. Alley, of 
Newburyport, on the “Chautauqua Move- 
ment.” The speaker was felicitously intro- 
duced by Chaplain Haggerty. The lecture 
was an exceedingly interesting one, and 
aroused a degree of enthusiasm among a 
number who remained after the lecture to in- 
quire about the purpose of the institution. 
Among other things, Mr. Alley gave an ex- 
cellent description of the Chautauqua in 
Western New York, its scenery, the beautiful 
location, the thousand and one advantages 
of the assembly. He also said: ‘There are 
about 60 Chautauqua assemblies in the United 
States, six of them being in New England. 
Besides that, their work has spread every- 
where—in Europe, Japan, Australia. But 
the one dearest to me is that at Laurel Park. 
near Northampton, where one of the most 
successful meetings has been held this sum- 
mer. It is nota grove, like Asbury—it is a 
park, situated on high land, with magnificent 
views in all directions.” He then described a 
day at a Chautauqua assembly at Laurel Park, 
in which every hour of the day is utilized in 
study and recreation. Recognition day is 
the great day, with its lectures in the morn- 
ing and its procession in the afternoon, in 
which a_ band, the officers of the assembly, 
the graduates and the children take part. 
At that time all Chautauquans meet, and the 
day ends up with a bonfire, fireworks, music, 
etc. The lecture, which is the first of the 
kind ever presented here, closed with a clear 
description of the work done at Chautauqua, 
the books studied, etc. It is hoped Mr. 
Alley will return at some time to continue a 
subject which is so full of interest to many 
Grove people.—WVewdburyport Herald.

In the many alliances Solomon contracted 
with neighboring nations lay political strength 
but personal weakness. At first merely tol- 
erant of other gods worshipped by his foreign 
wives, he afterwards allowed his own heart 
allegiance to be divided. 
condoning wrong in others he hastened on 
to do the evil himself; until at last in the 
third night vision, the Lord pronounced the 
rent the ten tribes from

word which the 
house of David, leaving only a remnant. true 
to the old dynasty. Even this was out of 
deference to David and not through any re- 
gard for Solomon. ‘Thus the responsibility 
and the opportunity of parenthood are illus- 
trated. David had not done all he might 
have done for Solomon nor had he been as 
true to God as he should, yet God regarded 
the rectitude of David’s heart and kept the 
line of Davidic Kings over Judah.

the latter had each a distinctive mark, they 
lacked the image which the son bore—the 
likeness of God. Being free to leave home 
he must come to feel his need. of the home 
before a return to it could be of any value.

The following is the Constitution adopted 
by the Society : 


ARTICLE I. 
the Ladies’ Aid Society of Asbury Grove. 

ArT. 2. The object of this Society shall be to 
work in unison and harmony with the Improvement 
Committee to promote the social life, and to assist in 
making any improvements that shall add to the pleas- 
ure, comfort and well being of the residents of the 
Grove. 

Art. 3. The officers of this Society shall consist 
of a President, Vice President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer. These officers shall be elected annually and 
hold their offices till their successors are elected. 

ART. 4. 
whose duty shall be to visit the sick, or those in 


There shall be a Visiting Committee, 


trouble, upon the grounds, and report all such to the 
Society. 

ArT. 5." It shall be the duty of the President to 
preside at all meetings of the Society. It shall be 
the duty of the Vice President to preside in the ab- 
sence of the President. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to conduct 
the correspondence of the Society, keep a. correct 
record of the proceedings of each meeting and read 
the same at the next meeting. 

The Treasurer shall hold all funds of the Society, 
and pay no bills without the approval of the Presi- 
dent. At each regular meeting report the amount of 
money on hand and at the annual meeting make a 
report in writing of all money received and disbursed 
and amount on hand. 

Art. 6. Any lady visiting the Grove either as a 
regular or transient visitor, who is willing to assist us 
in the work for which we are banded together, is eli- 
gible to membership in this Society, upon the pay- 
ment of 25 cents a year, payable in advance. Any 
gentleman who is willing to pay the 25 cents mem- 
bership fee is entitled to honorary membership. 

Art. 7. The annual meeting of this Suciety shall 
be held the second Thursday afternoon in August of 
each year, when the annual election of officers shall 
take place. ; 

Art. 8. A special meeting may be called by the 
President (or in her absence by the Vice President) 
at the request of six members. 

ArT. 9g. The meetings shall be opened by Prayer 
or Scripture Reading or the Lord's Prayer in unison. 
Order Business.—Minutes of last meeting; 
treasurer’s report; report of special committees; 
reports of visiting committee; unfinished business,

new business; collection; social season; adjourn- 
ment. 
Art. to. If at any time this Society shall discon- 


tinue without a formal disbandment any money re- 
maining in the treasury shall be given to the Library. 

ArT. tr. This Constitution may be altered or 
amended by a two-thirds vote of all members present 
at a regular or special meeting, providing such alter- 
ation or amendment has heen proposed at a previvus 
meeting and placed on the records,
